Mr. Ken- 
nett says, he took out the two 
46,000 policies in the company and 
became a member of the Board of 
Consultation, believing at the time 
that the action of the company was 
valid. 

He says that, after mature con- 
sideration of the terms under which 
he took out the policies and was 
assisted by the company in the pay- 
ment of the premiums he sought 
legal advice and was told that the 
contracts were not valid because 
they were an indirect rebate, which 
is prohibited by the laws of Ken- 
tucky. He was also advised not to 
pay the note when it matured. 

Mr. Kennett says that the note 
wihch tie gave to Mr. Mitchusson 
is the property of the Common- 
wealth Life Insurance Company, 
and never has been the property of 
the Western National Bank, of Lou- 
isville, and prays the court to dis- 
miss the suit brought against him. 

Attorney A. 1'. Crilmour, who has 
acted as the legal adviser of Mr. 
Kennett said last night, when seen 
by a reportor for the Herald, that 
the Supreme Court of Michigan, 
has decided that advisory board 
contracts, or other forms ot special 
insurance, outside of the regular 
insurance policy, is illegal and that 
the State Superintendents of In- 
surance of Missouri and Illinoii 
have prohibited the sale of such 
contracts. — Lexington Herald.
